Mr. Blackman, a resident of Mar 
ion, was born in S a l i n e county and 
is w-cll known in this arca.

ment. “ Cob” as he is affectionate­ 
ly known to his many friends, left 
Marion at 8 a 
in. W ed nesday for 
a round trip to St. Louis, *he run 
on which he has operated for four 
years.

White and tw'o Dodge buses. 
With 
motor in front they had the ap­ 
pearance of a truck with a long, 
enclosed body for carry ing passen­ 
gers. 
LTS was the only bus line 
in southern Illinois, and Blae!,man 
operated on a run between Carbon­ 
dale and Harrisburg. 
Blackman 
drove 
the 
Egyptian 
Transportation System (later the 
Egyptian Motor Lines) until Sept 
I. 1933 when that line consolidated 
with G reyh ou nd Lines. At th.* time 
of the consolidation he was next to 
the oldest dri ver for ETS in years 
of service. 
After 
joining Grey­ 
hound he became No. 28 on the 
seniority list, and on his last run 
he stood 26th in seniority. 
His 
actual 
retire ment 
date 
is 
Dec. 29. but a vacation time due 
him made his retirement effective 
Wednesday. 
The veteran bus driver was born 
in Saline county n e a r liar isburg 
Dec, 29, 1890. 
He was first intro 
dticcd to the age of mechanization 
while still on the fa rm whore he 
first learned to op erate a 
dearn- 
powered wheat thresher, and later 
a s t e a m - d r i v e n saw mill. 
Af*or 
leaving the fa rm he worked in the 
nearby oil field. 
In World War I he served in 


France, Belgium and Germany with 
the rank of corporal. 
Discharged 
from the service late in 1919. he 
opened a service station in Marion 
The station h a d the first electric 
pumps in the area. 
In 1923 he was married to Miss 
Mabel Smith of West Frankfort, 
They 
have two 
daughters, 
Mrs. 
Mary Lou McBride, a graduate of 
Harris T ea c h e rs’ College, who lives 
in St, Louis, and Sue, a student at 
Southern Illinois university, who 
has won renow n as a professional 
dancer and dance instructor.

President Eisenhower even m an­ 
aged to keep his occasional josh­ 
ing on a bipartisan level, poking 
a little fun at both a Democrat, 
Sen. 
Lyndon Johnson of Texas, 
and 
a Republican, 
Secretary of 
State John Foster Dulles, during 
the course of the three-hour m eet­ 
ing. 
On the serious side, Dulles gave 
the congressional chiefs a leng­ 
thy, detailed report on conditions 
in 
Europe, 
the Middle 
and the 
Near East. 
He also reported that 
“every 
conceivable 
effort’’ 
was 
being made and would continue to 
he made to free 19 Americans still 
held 
prisoners 
by 
the Chinese 
Communists. 
He declared that Russia’s post- 
Geneva policy of offering econom­ 
ic and military aid to needy coun­ 
tries presented as many problems 
‘‘for them as for us.” 
“They 
may 
overreach 
them- 
'T es,” he said. 
He 
promised that 
the 
United 
States would counter Soviet aid if 
these 
countries appear 
to be in 
dancer of eoing Communist 
Dul- 
soocifically blasted what 
he 
called the “ open and blatant Rus­ 
h an effort to penetrate the Mid- 
I’c East.” 
Asked about Communist activ­ 
ity in ‘•outhoastorn Asia. the secre­ 
tary of state replied : “The situa­ 
tion in that area is still 
trouble­ 
some. 
But in mv opinion it’s bet­ 
ter now than a year ago.” 
As Dulles 
finished his 
report, 
based on personal observation in 
various parts of the globe, Eisen­

Foster, somebody 
oupV to give you a license to be 
an aviator.” 
On doctors’ advice ike took a 
10-minute break about IO o’clock. 
ac the meeting was half over; also 
did no wholesale handshaking with 
ah his callers—there were about 
50 present. 
As he entered the big cabinet 


room, the President explained:

would like to 
shake hands 
with ail of you—but it’i been bar­ 
red.”

Lyndon 
Johnson, however, he said, “ It’s 
good to see you, Lyndon. You and 
I are members of the same club.” 
The President made a personal 
pitch for a greater propaganda ef­ 
fort overseas.

and a half years between the cen 
sus of Apr11 1950 and that of 1954 
Figures compiled by C. L. Stew 
art of the University of Illinois) 
department of agricultural 
cen 
nomics show that 
the 
averse* 
price of land was $242 an acre ai 
the time the 1954 census was tak 
en. 
That’s an increase of nearly J 
SOH an acre from the 1950 Census 
Average price in the cash grain I 
area of 18 counties in the central I 
and east-central sections of the 
state surpassed the state average 
by 00 percent. 
The 
$383 per acre 
average 
in 
this highly productive area was 
$45 an acre higher than the next 
high average in the northeast dairy j 
area even though the second fig 
ore reflects the very high values 
around Chicago. 


No county in Illinois showed ai 
lower dollar value per acre on 
November I, 1954. than in April 
1950, Stewart says, although in 
creases in two counties in the) 
southern tip of the state were very 
small. 


In 
Pope county, the average 
value in 1954 was $44.81 an acre, 
an increase of $2 39, or less than 
6 percent; and in Massac county, 
where the average was $34 44 in 
1954, the increase was less than 
40 cents an acre 
There were 14 other counties, 
all in southern Illinois, in which 
the average value in 1954 wa* still 
less than $95 an acre. 
At 
the 
opposite end of th** 
scale was Cook county with an 
average of $626 an acre, a 46 
percent increase in the 54 months 
There were five counties at lev­ 
els about two thirds that of Cook 
county. They included Champaign 
county $434 (34 percent increase); 
Piatt county, $435 (29 percent in 
crease); Douglas county, $410 (36 
percent increase); DuPage county, 
adjoining Conk county on the west, 
S404 (20 percent increase); and 
Macon county, $402 (28 percent in 
crease.) 
Three other counties with very 
high prices are Logan, $337 
129 
percent increase); McLean, $377 
(30 percent increase); and Moul­ 
trie, $365 (29 percent increase).
